A.C.  Invades  Connector 
Offices  —  Holds  Staff 
Hostage 


An  angry  Activities  Commis¬ 
sion,  last  Monday,  kidnapped  the 
staff  of  the  university  student  run 
newspaper.  Blindfolded  and 
bound,  staff  members  of  the  were 
paraded  last  week  before  vengeful 
A.C.  members  while  their  captors 
gloated  and  jeered.  On  a  cold 
Monday  evening,  a  small  group  of 
A.C.  members,  invoking  the  name 
of  U Lowell's  Ayatollah  Louis 
Salamone,  invaded  the  Connector 
offices,  overwhelmed  the  editorial 
board  and  took  12  staff  members 
as  hostages.  Their  demand:  sur¬ 
render  the  hated  Dean  King,  cur¬ 
rently  hidden  away  in  Cumnock 
Hall  under  Campus  Police  protec¬ 
tion,  as  the  price  of  the  Con¬ 
nector’s  release.  While  flatly 
refusing  to  submit  to  such  out¬ 


rageous  blackmail,  the  administra¬ 
tion  was  all  but  powerless  to  free 
the  victims.  As  the  days  passed, 
nerves  became  more  freyed  and  the 
crisis  deepened.  So  far  as  was 
known,  the  hostages  had  been 
humiliated  but  not  harmed.  Yet 
with  demonstrators  chanting 
“Death  to  the  press”  outside  the 
office,  there  was  no  way  to 
guarantee  that  the  event  would  not 
have  a  violent  ending. 

The  seizure  of  the  Connector 
and  its  staff  was  an  ugly  example  of 
the  acts  of  political  emotionalism 
to  which  the  student  body  has 
grown  increasingly  accustomed. 
Most  A.C.  members  detest  the 
Dean  for  his  candid  remarks. 
Many  objected  to  the  Connector’s 
decision  to  interview  him  under 


any  circumstances.  Their  invasion 
of  the  Connector  offices  violated 
the  first  amendment,  which  even 
the  most  irrational  student  leaders 
have  professed  to  respect.  Most 
important  of  all,  their  action  was 
condoned  —  if  not  instigated  —  by 
Salamone,  the  de  facto  head  of  the 
Activities  Commission  and  a 
leader  who  himself  had  sought  and 
received  free  advertising  in  the 
Connector. 

Earlier  in  the  week,  Alpha 
Sigma  Tau  volunteered  to  mediate 
in  the  negotiations  between  the 
A.C.  and  the  administration,  but 
changed  their  minds  after  the 
Ayatollah  called  them  “obno¬ 
xious”  25  times  during  a  half  hour 
meeting.  President  Duff  then

Abdominal 

Woes 


Diarrhea  is  a  common 
symptom,  not  a  disease,  exper¬ 
ienced  by  most  people  at  one  time 
or  another.  It  is  generally  defined 
as  an  increase  in  the  frequency, 
fluidity  and  volume  of  one’s  usual 
bowel  movements,  and  can  be  due 
to  a  number  of  problems. 

Some  causes  of  diarrhea  include 
bacterial  or  parasitic  infection, 
which  may  upset  the  digestive 
tract,  and  overuse  or  misuse  of 
laxatives,  or  antacids.  A  common 
cause  of  diarrhea  is  irritable  colon. 
This  condition  is  experienced  by 
50-75%  of  the  population  at  one 
time  or  another,  being  more 
common  in  young  adults  during 
times  of  stress,  e.g.  before  exams. 
Often  minor  emotional  stress,  such 
as  anticipating,  an  interview,  or 
giving  a  speech  may  results  in  this 
symptom. 

Diarrhea  often  can  be  control¬ 
led  by  limitation  of  food  and 
activity,  although  medication  may 
be  added  by  your  health  care 
provider.  If  you  find  you  are 
bothered  by  this  symptom  you 
should: 

1 .  Avoid  potential  irritants  such  as: 
Caffeine  containing  products 
(coffee,  strong  tea,  cola) 

Tobacco 

Alcohol 

Fried  or  greasy  foods 

Strong  cheeses 

Spices  or  condiments 

Foods  that  produce  excessive 

roughage  such  as:  nuts,  raw 

vegetables  and  fruit 

Excessively  hot  or  cold  food. 

Aspirin  or  Aspirin  containing 
medications. 


2.  Avoid  overeating.  A  clear  liquid 
diet  will  allow  your  stomach  and 
intestines  to  rest  and  heal  more 
rapidly.  For  the  first  day  or  two 
limit  yourself  to  weak  tea,  clear 
soups,  plain  jello,  apple  juice, 
gingerale.  Some  find  boiled  rice 
and  plain  crackers  are  also  well 
tolerated. 

If  this  diet  is  not  well  tolerated  or 
does  not  stay  down,  you  should 
come  to  the  Health  Service 

If  you  feel  well  after  two  days 
you  may  add  boiled  chicken  and 
mashed  potatoes  to  your  diet. 
Continue  to  avoid  fried  foods  or 
salty  foods  until  your  stomach 
feels  normal  for  three  days. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  scale  is 
constipation;  which  can  be  defined

The  speakers  at  the  Hydropower 
Seminar  will  be  Eugene  Patrick 
McCann,  Executive  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Essex  Development 
Assoc.,  Inc.;  Dr.  Gordon  Marker 
of  Marker  Associates;  and 
Geoffrey  K.  Mitchell,  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  of  J.  Markowski  Assoc.,  Inc, 
three  of  the  six  Lowell  Associates 
who  founded  the  Lowell  Hydro¬ 
electric  Project.

Don’t  Scapegoat  The 
Iranians  In  The  U.S. 


Dear  Editor: 

In  the  Oct.  18th  issue  of  the 
Connector,  Ed  Carchia  wrote 
about  the  virtues  of  being  a  house¬ 
wife  and  a  mother.  According  to 
Mr.  Carchia,  being  a  housewife  is 
America’s  “top  occupation.” 

While  I  fully  agree  that  this  job  is 
extremely  important,  I  would  like 
to  point  out  that  it  is  not  an 
inevitable  course  for  women  to 
follow.  Throughout  history  being 
a  housewife  and  mother  was  not  a 
choice  for  women,  but  rather,  a 
decision  made  for  them  by  society.

There  is, 
however,  something  alarmingly 
wrong  with  asking  women  to 
choose  a  role  of  sacrifice  and  no 
monetary  gain,  just  so  that  they 
can  be  “instrumental  in  preserving 
the  future  of  America.” 

Mr.  Carchia  seems  to  feel  that 
wanting  more  out  of  life  than 
housework  and  children  consti¬ 
tutes  a  “negative  attitude.”  He  is 
trying  to  shortchange  us  by  ped¬ 
dling  the  same  old  sentimental 
“virtuous  American  womanhood” 
garbage  we’ve  been  hearing  all  our 
lives.  Well,  fortunately,  Mr. 
Carchia,  fewer  and  fewer  women 
are  buying  it.

The  tacit  conclusion 
is  that  nuclear  power  is  unques¬ 
tionably  an  evil  thing,  and  that 
there  is  no  moral  justification  for 
the  “other”  side.  That  alone  is 
enough  to  condemn  nuclear  power 
to  a  firey  death. 

Let  us  take  the  moment  to  reflect 
on  such  a  position.  Can  we  think  of 
any  other  issue  in  our  history  with 
such  a  clear  cut  distinction 
between  “good”  and  “evil”?  Is  it 
really  possible  for  one  group  of 
people,  however  altruistically 
motivated,  to  be  so  omniscient  as 
to  be  able  to  resolve  a  complex 
moral  issue  on  their  own?  Is  there 
no  moral  justification  for  nuclear 
power? 

The  pronuclear  camp  has  been 
traditionally  silent  on  this  point. 
There  are,  however  moral 
arguments-backed  by  fact,  not 
conjecture  -  that  one  can  make.  Is 
it  not  our  moral  obligation  to 
preserve  our  environment?  If 
nuclear  power  were  shut  off 
tomorrow,  coal  and  oil,  not  solar 
and  wind,  would  have  to  replace 
the  generating  capacity  lost.  Such 
a  course  would  pollute  our  air  and 
water  even  more  than  they  already 
are,  and  further  deplete  our 
natural  resources.  Nuclear  power 
plants  do  not  release  particulates, 
sulphur  dioxide  (the  source  of  acid 
rains),  carbon  monoxide,  or 
nitrous  oxides  into  the  atmos¬ 
phere.  Because  of  strict  regula¬ 
tions,  the  nuclear  plants  release 
even  less  radiation  than  coal 
plants,  under  normal  operation

News  Briefs  11/31  -  20/20 

Worst  Earthquake  In  History  Rattles  Mass. 

The  special  presidential  committee  investigating  the  Three  Mile  Island  incident  released  its  report  last  week. 
In  this  report,  the  commission  blamed  the  entire  accident  on  a  butterfly  landing  on  an  extension  cord  which  was 
connected  to  the  reactor  computers  main  power  line. 

According  to  Jotyn  Kemeny.  chairman  of  the  TM 1  committee,  the  butterfly’s  added  weight  on  the  cord  caused 
it  to  break.  This,  in  turn,  short-circuited  the  entire  electrical  system  of  the  plant  which  prevented  the  cooling 
system  from  lunctioning  properly.  This  mallunction  caused  the  entire  problem  which  caused  the  evacuation  of 
hundreds  of  people  from  the  Harrisburg  area. 

A  spokesman  for  Metropolitan  Edison,  the  company  which  runs  Three  Mile  Island,  claimed  that  his 
company  was  vindicated  by  the  report,  saying  that  the  NRC  had  forced  the  company  to  protect  the  reactor 
against  earthquakes,  tornados,  floods,  hurricanes,  and  displacement  of  the  Earth’s  orbit  but  that  no  regulations 
were  made  concerning  butterflies.  However.  Jane  Fonda  has  begun  a  drive  to  shut  down  all  nuclear  plants  w  hich 
are  not  bullet-proof. 

Former  Boston  Celtics  owner  Y.  John  Brown  was  elected  governor  of  Kentucky  in  a  landslide.  In  his  victory 
speech.  Brown  announced  that,  on  Inauguration  Day,  he  will  trade  Churchill  Downs,  Colonel  Sanders,  and  one 
million  Osterizers  to  the  city  of  Detroit  for  Bob  McAdoo. 

In  world  news.  President  Carter  announced  the  presence  of  Backfire  Bombers  in  Cuba.  These  missiles  are 
aimed  at  the  30  most  populated  cities  in  the  U.S.  However,  Carter  stated  that  the  force  posed  no  threat  to  this 
country. 

Governor  Ed  King  responded  to  recent  critism  of  charging  his  food  and  cleaning  bills  to  the  state.  King  denied 
reports  of  having  $30  lobster  salad  lunches,  claiming  that  he  used  the  money  for  dinners  of  escargot v  pheasant 
under  glass,  patea  de  fois  gras,  caviar,  and  chocolate  mousse.

Steinbrenner  said  that  it  was  a  lot  of  money  to  pay  for  a  backup 
catcher,  but  said  “11  you  want  the  best  backup  catcher  in  baseball,  you  have  to  be  willing  to  pay  the  price.”

and  from  the  University.

John  Moyle  quibbles  that 
nuclear  weapons  produce  more 
plutonium  than  do  nuclear  plants. 
But,  like  you,  John,  I’m  a  physics 
major,  and  like  you  I  am  sure,  I  will 
ever  be  influenced  by  the  greatest 
physicists  of  all.  For  Albert 
Einstein  said,  in  1948,  even  before 
the  thermonuclear  device: 

“We  scientists,  whose  tragic 
destination  has  been  to  help  in 
making  the  methods  of  annihila¬ 


tion  more  gruesome  and  efficient, 
must  consider  it  our  solemn  and 
transcendent  duty  to  do  all  in  our 
power  in  preventing  those 
weapons  from  being  used.  What 
task  could  possibly  be  more 
important  to  us?  What  social  aim 
could  be  closer  to  our  hearts?’’ 

So  let  us  eliminate  these  horrors 
of  the  deadly  elements  and 
radiation,  while  at  the  same  time 


marching  onwards  in  theoretical 
physics  at  our  accelerators  and 
cyclotrons,  to  contribute  to  the 
legacy  of  knowledge  and  the 
philosophy  of  man,  remembering 
the  words  of  the  greatest  social  and 
physical  Scientist  of  all  time  who 
said,  “Love  thy  neighbor  as 
thyself.”

(Because  of  natural  uranium  and 
radium  found  in  coal,  boilers  fired 
with  it  release  substantial  activity 
in  the  form  of  radon  gas). 

The  fact  is,  nuclear  power  has 
had  the  best  environmental  record 
of  any  form  of  generation  now  in 
wide  use. 

We  may  well  ask  ourselves 
another  moral  question.  Do  we 
have  the  right  to  take  from  our 
children  the  rights  which  we  enjoy? 
The  antinuclear  camp  is  very  fond 
of  the  “no  growth”  scenario,  in 
which  the  demand  for  energy  will 
not  increase  in  the  future.  Such  an 
end  is  admirable  indeed,  but  one 
major  obstacle  blocks  its 
implementation.  Even  with  the 
declining  birth  rate,  the  population 
will  continue  to  rise  for  at  least  60 
years.  The  necessary  consequence 
of  a  rising  population  and  constant 
supply  is  that  each  individual  must 
consume  less  energy.  If  the 
population  doubles  in  that  period- 
as  it  is  expected  to  -  each  person 
will  have  to  cut  his  consumption  in 
half.  Even  optimistic  figures 


indicate  that  such  a  cutback  in 
consumption  is  impossible  on  the 
basis  of  conservation  alone.  Thus, 
we  are  dooming  future  generations 
to  a  lower  standard  of  living  than 
ours  under  a  no  growth  plan. 

A  growing  number  of  indivi¬ 
duals  espouse  such  a  goal.  Though 
we  may  admire  them  for  their 
idealism,  do  they  have  the  moral 
right  to  impose  their  ideal  lifestyle 
on  others? 

It  should  by  now  be  obvious  that 
there  is  no  simple  answer  to  even 
the  moral  question  of  nuclear 
power.  One  must  be  wary  of  such 
assertions  as  “The  entire  nuclear 
issue  can  be  summarized  as  an 
economic  question  versus  a  moral 
question.”  Such  declarations  are 
blatant  oversimplifications, 
perhaps  in  some  cases  calculated 
lies.  At  this  point,  any  moral 
attitudes  are  opinion,  not-repeat 
NOT  -  established  facts.  One  is 
well  advised  to  remember  the 
distinction  in  the  debate  ahead  of 
us.

(continued  from  page  /) 
as  infrequent  or  difficult  passage 
of  feces.  This  is  a  common  problem 
which  may  be  accompanied  by 
abdominal  pain,  straining  at  stool 
and/or  hemorrhoids. 

If  you  are  constipated  avoid: 
rice,  chocolate,  apples,  bananas, 
and  cheese.  Drink  6-8  glasses  of 
water  daily  and  add  fiber  to  your 
diet  with  foods  such  as  bran,  celery 
and  whole  wheat  breads.  Fresh 
fruits,  prunes  and  vegetables  also 
have  a  natural  texative  action. 

If  these  steps  are  not  effective,  a 
teaspoon  of  Metamucil  in  a  glass 
of  water  may  be  effective. 
Metamucil  is  a  natural  product, 
composed  of  Psyllium  seeds,  and 
has  no  side  effects. 

For  relief  of  an  acute  problem,  a 
Fleet’s  disposable  enema  may  be 
obtained  at  any  pharmacy.
